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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
neither discloses nor makes obvious an apparatus for producing a vacuum as claimed 
including an upper closed vessel having a gas inlet into said closed vessel from an area 
wherein at least a partial vacuum is to be created, and means for opening said gas inlet 
means to admit gas from the area wherein at least a partial vacuum is to be created into 
said upper closed vessel such that the gas may be entrained in the liquid therein. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

The examiner particularly notes the applicant's arguments from page 3 line 10 to 
page 8 line 1 . Additionally, the examiner notes that in the Johnson et al reference the 
upper chamber (20) is no more a closed chamber than the lower open chamber (51). As 
clearly shown in Fig. 2 the upper chamber has plural slots (21) which allow for the 
maximum intake of air from the surrounding environment. Such an arrangement is 
similar to the prior art systems discussed at page 1 lines 17-20 of the applicant's 
specification. Such systems intake air from an essentially infinitely large open source 
and do not create a vacuum. Newly cited reference Bowen discloses an air inducer 
which includes intake valves (18, 19, 40, 42, 43) that directly control air going into an 
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aerator. Neither of these references, or the prior art, disclosed a closed vessel having a 
liquid inlet, a liquid outlet, a gas inlet and a means for opening the gas inlet.
